CHARLES J. FOLGER 


A Sketch of tne Republican Nominee for Governor of 
New Yorks 

Charles J Folger is a native of Mssachusetts, and 
was born April i6, 1818S He removed to Geneva, 
New York state, when twelve years old, and 
graduated frum the Geneva college in 1836 with the 
hovors of his class, and immediately ufter began 
studying lawinthe«tfice of Mark HL. Sibly, at Can- 
andaigua He was admitted to the barin 1839, and 
soou took a prominent position in the profession. 
In 1s44 he was appointed by the governor judge of 
the Ontario court of common pleas, a position which 

e held one year. He was also master aud exam. 
iner in chancery until the chancery court was abol- 
ished by the constitution of 1846. He was elected 
county judge of Ontario county in 1851, holding that 
office four years. In 1861 he was elected to the state 
senate, and was reelected at the end of each term 
until he had served eight years in that body. He 
was the chairman of the judiciary committee, and 
in fact the lead r of his party in the senate, and was 
for four years president pro tem. He has acted 
with the republican party ever since its organiza- 
tion, andin May, 1870, he was nominated by his 
party for one of the assistant judgeships of the court 
of appeals. A new court Of appeals had been 
created, with a chief justice and six associates, and 
by the terms of the constitution each voter was reé- 
stricted to voting for chief judgeand four associates 
The democrats elected the chief judge and four 
associates. and Judge Folger and Charles Andrews, 
having received the highest number of votes on the 
republican ticket, were declared elected from the 
minority in June, 1870, for a term of fourteen years, 
On the death of Chief-Judge Sanford E. Church 
last spring, Governor Cornell designated Judge Fol 
ger to act as chief judge until an election to that 

position took place. In November, 18*0, Judge Fol- 
ger was elected chief justice by a popular vote, run 
ning farahead of his ticket. The tenn of office 
was fourteen years, but in accordance with the 
constitutional requiremen he would have retired 
on full pay at the expiration of eight years of his 
term, when he would have been 70 years of age. in 
the spring of 1880 Judge Folger was strongly urged 
for the recretaryship of the treasury under Gar- 
field, the advocates of this nomination 
being Conkling, Arthur, Dorsey and the 
New York stalwart faction generally 
It is believed that Gartield 
one time seriously since making 
Folger his secretary of the treasury, but he was de- 
terred from so doing by the fear that he would be, 
or could be suspected of be ing, too much under 
Wall street influences, and by the further fact that 
he had an un ust claim for b haveing: aguinst the 
treasury then pending in the United State supreme 
court. Folger was not ode Ae by Garfield, but 
thirty-eight days after the president's death Mr Ar- 
thur made the nomination which Mr Gartield re- 
Judge Folger was nominated and 
confirmed as secretary of the treasury under Presi 
Arther October 27, 1831. He has been in office 
about eleven months. He will, of course, resign 
from the service of the United States forthwith, as 
there would be a manifest impropriety in his con 
ducting a campaiga for governor and retaining his 
post as secretary of the treasury at the same time.

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THEY ARE MADE. 

The process of making these pressed 
bricks is quite an interesting study, and I 
hung around the machines and yard for over 
six hours, never once tiring at the beautiful 
work seen on every hand. The whole thing 
systematized work I 
have ever seen, much like 
a machine, from beginning to end, that if the 
chain of broken at any point 
the whole line stops until all are ready 
again. The yard will hold 600,000 bricks, and 
Is situated on 4 plateau some 200 or 300 yards 
from theriver. The clay is dug right from 
the banks of the river, and carried to the 
machines on a railway i in dump cars by mules. 
As soon as acaris emptied, two men stand 
near with shovels and throw it overin front 
of the machines, where two other men send 
it headlong into the mouth of the ponderous 
srinders. A harrel of water is near the latter 
two men, who keep theclay sufficiently damp 
by throwing on a. bucketful at intervals, 
These men have to work ata lively rate, 
for the car goes right back to the 
clay beds, and by the time it 
returned the dirt ground into powder. 
This Chattahoochee clay actually needs no 
erinding, for no rocks or impurities of any 
kind are found in itand it is as smooth as 
possible. The machines used are’ made in 
Michigan and are the best made. They turn 
out forty every minute, 2,400 an hour or 
24,000 daily. There are three of these ma+ 
ehines of the same. capacity making 72,000 
brick every day. Another will be added 
soon. As soonas the dirt goes through the 
grinding process it is forced into 
the moulds under a _ pressure of forty 
thousand pounds by an automatic 
movement. These nrouldsareon a revolving 
horizontal disc, and by a unique arrangement 
of cones the bottom of the moulds are forced 
up, thus allowing the pressed clay to slide off 
and be placed on the hand cars that are always 
ready to cart them away. The moulds are

name of oil-pressed bricks is obtained. The 
Vi ard to which the bricks are carried to be sun- 
dried covers several acres and will hold 600,- 
000. Three days are required to dry them. 
They are then carried to the kilns, where 
they are stacked up. 

HARD ENOUGH TO KILL A MAN. 

One of these green unburnt brick is hard 
enough to kill a man. These kilns, by the 
way, very substantial in their build, be- 
ing made of solid two foot walls, and hold 
300,000 bricks. The right to use them here 
cost $5,000. There are four kilns, 
so that one is emptied about every week. It 
takes forty tons of coal to burn one kiln, be- 
sides thirty cords of wood and several tons of 
coke. When akilnis burned, it requires four 
or five days for it to cool off before the bricks 
can be handled. Hades, or an iron furnace 
cannot be much. hotter than one of these 
kilns when in full blast. The company will 
soon build ten additional kilns of 500,000 ca- 
pacity each, so that when a full burning for 
the six kilns is going on, 2,250,000 bricks will 
be under heat. 

I have failed to mention a part of Colonel 
Loekett’s interprise which, to me, was more 
interesting than anything I saw. The hand- 
pressed bricks are as perfect as science could 
make any line. “The machinery for making 
them are worked by hand, and never yet have 
iy optics fallen upon a finer piece of mech- 
anism. The green bricks, already having 
been under 49,000 pounds pressure, are placed 
in the die and a hand-lever presses them into 
the mould, giving the smoothest possible 
edges and the squarest corners. They are all 
sanded and the moulds well oiled betore be- 
ing pressed. The pressure obtained is some- 
thing like- 12,000 pounds’ over the 
first pressing, and about 4,000 are turned out 
daily. Four of these five machines are used, 
turning out 16,000 hard pressed bricks daily.

Previous to the starting *he 
Chattahoochee yard, the pavements of Atlanta 
were in bad condition, and our people could 
only get paving brick from Macon and Augas- 
ta at prices, payirg twelve dol- 
lars per thousand.

There is scarcely any doubtabout Marietta’s 
being the prettiest little city of its size in the 
country. Like many other townsin the com 
monwealth I could mention it has its bu-i- 
néss houses built arownd a square. but in- 
stead of having the proverbial court house in 
the centre, the square bas been converted into 
a lovely park, one of the shadi st, nicest to 
be fownd anywhere. Inthe middle isa raised 

and stand, and in the summer months the 
people make this the place where they do 
mostly congregate to hear sweet music watted 
away among the beautiful trees, 

There are some fifty or sixty good 
solid business houses in Marietta, 
and the population is about 5,000, with people 
constantly coming in. What makes Marietta 
so attractive is the quality and general adorn- 
ment of the place. The residences are un- 
usually fine for the size of the town; the gar- 
dens and lawns are well kept and the streets 
amooth and shady. The elevation above 
tide water is about 1,100 feet, which insures 
good, pure atmosphere and health. With 
such a hote!] as the Kennesaw house, so well 
kept and with such marked attemtion and 
such an elegant table asthe genial proprietor 
keeps, it is no wonder that every summer the 

ace is always crowded. There are many 
Leurdine- abe here, in addition to the 
hotel. Nowhere else can so much social en- 
joyment be found the year round. Pretty

ANOTHER BNTERPRISE 

Worth mentioning in these random notes is 
Brumby & Bro’s. big chair factory. Talk about 
chairs, but here they are by platoons, by re- 
giments and by brigades. Colonel Sellers got 
off many good ‘‘corners’’ in pork and corn 
and eve water, but when he missed Marietta 
chairs he lost his best opportunity. Ordina 
rilyv, the statement would bold good that peo- 
ple ought not tosit, that is, in business hours. 
But then we can’t stand all the time, 
and when it becomes necessa- 
ry, wm 2 always does, commend 
me to a Kennesaw rocker madein Marietta. 
Thev beat the world. A man forgets all his 
ether troubles while reclining in one of these 
drivers-away of dull care. — 

Only afew years ago this concern started 
on a limited capital andonly a small territory 
in which to work. To-day they are selling 
annually above $100,000, and have the broad 
union in which to dispose of their chairs 
They make nothing but chairs, and as I en- 
tered the huge warerooms, there were chairs 
to right and left of me, chairs before and at 
of me—chairs everywhere. Through the 
courtesey of Mr. Brumby, the senior partner, 
I was shown through this big factory. 

“Where do you sell your chairs?” 
asked. 

‘All over the United States, though 
our heaviest trade isin the south. We sell a 
great many chairsin Philadelphia and from 
there to Texas. There is scarcely a limit to 
our territory, and the fame of our chairs is 
spreading daily. Consequently thq demand 
is increasing, and we are constantly enlarging 
our capacity. 

‘What is your capacity?” 

“Monthly we turn out about 1,000 dozen, or 
we do an annual business of $100,000,” 

“What are your chairs worth?” 

‘We make them from four to sixty dollars 
per dozen, owing to quality.” 

“And the rockers””’ 

“They are called Kennesaw rockers, and on 
them we have an immense _ trade. 
They range in price “from thir- 
ty to sixty dollars per dozen. 
The cottage chairs we make in several grades, 
varying from four to twelve dollars per 
dozen. Of these we can scarcely keep enough 
in season, as the demand is so great.” 

“How many hands do you work?’ 

“From 150 to 200 hands. This will give you 
an idea of just how extensive the business is. 
We make 12,000 chairs monthly, or about 
150,000 yearly. Our capacity 1s necessarily 
compelled to be increased.” _ ; 

‘How about the fue] question? That, you 
know, is the great drawback to most of our 
Georgia enterprises.”’ i 

“That is my smallest expense. We do not 
buy one dollar's worth of fuel, using the 
shavings and scraps for that purpose. Re- 
cently we have changed our old-fashioned 
boilers and now have’ Babcock « 
Wilcox’s safety tube boilers, which enable us 
to sell a great deal of our waste lumber for 
firewood. Indeed, we waste nothing now, 
and our ends are actually a source of profit. 
You see, we use every yearoyer 1,000,000 feet 
of lumber, which is no inconsiderable pile.”’ 

“Where do you get it?” 

“Our lumber? All over north Georgia. No 
country in the world has finer oak and hick- 
ory than north Georgia, and this is what we 
use altogether. No other k:nd of, lumber ever 
comes into our factory. We — a saw mill, 
and saw much of our lumber right from the

“Our machinery,” ee Mr. 
Brumby, “a only the latest 

attern, and we use every labor-saving device 
canwn. We have about twenty different 
machines, altogetber,- every one of which 
saves money and labor. There is a machine 
just at your side that will turn over 3,000 
chair posts daily. Not one-fourth that num- 
ber could have been turned with the ald 
fashioned jiathe and chisel. Our engine is 
forty herse power, only, but it is quite suffi- 
cient to drive all our machinery,”’ 

‘What is the size of your factory?” 

“Our main building is 50 by 140 feet, three 
stories high, and covers in all 21,000 square 
feet of floor space. The ware room is 4 
by ob feet, two stories high, 
with a floor space of 8,100 square feet. 
This gives us nearly 30,000 square teet of spuce 
in floors alone. or nearly three quarters of an 
acre under roof. Besides this we have a 
larve vard for storing and drying lumber, and 
ampie space for enlarging our business at our 
disposal.”

THE PROSPERITY OF THE SOUTH. 

The first day of September isthe time when 
southern business begins a new year. In 
Georgia they have observed a general thanks- 
giving, and throughout the south the vews- 
papers diave published the annual business 
review of their respective localities. And 
wherever one looks, the people of the south 
seem to be exceptionally happy and cheerfal. 
In Texas the people expect, with reasonable 
contidence, that their state.will produce more 
cotton than does any other state; they hopé 
to have the finest railway system of a!l the 
southern states, and there is good reason for 
the belief that before many years Texas will 
have the largest school fund in the union. 
The states along the Mississippi are profoundly 
happy over the liberality of congress and the 
intelligence of the river commission; it is 
firmly believed that hereafter the Mississippi 
navigation will not suffer from any obstruc- 
tion, and that the riparian districts will be 
free from disastrous inundations. The rail- 
way system of the whole south is expanding 
wonderfully; manufacturing is beginning in 
the most hopeful manner; coal mines are 
opened; iron works are in active operation; 
and, last but not least, the people of thesouth 
vive more attention to business than to poli- 
tics. The south looks now upon a crop of 
unexampled magnitude, and the economic 
prospects of the old slave states are such as to 
encourage the hope that for the nexé twenty 
years the south will be what the west has been 
during the last twenty years—the great field 
attracting capital and rewarding its operations 
with great weaith. 

These statements are borne out by the busi- 
ness reports of the south just issued. And 
these reports are the more impressive because 
they relate to a year of poor crops generally. 
If the south—a purely agricultural region— 
could thrive on a relatively poor crop, what 
will it accomplish with a full crop of wheat, 
corn, cotton, tobacco and farm products gen- 
erally? It is fairly certain that the south has 
“harvested nearly or fully all the wheat which 
it will consume during the year just begun. 
The very modest estimates of Bradstreet’s 


place the southern wheat harvest at 4s.- 
500,000 bushels, beside — 16,000,000 bush- 
‘eis, for Kentucky and _ — 50,000,000 — for 
| Missouri; other estimates are much 
higher, and no one need be surprised if the 
south, excluding Kentucky and Missouri, 
should harvest sixty million bushels of wheat 
and six hundred million bushels of corn 
Missouri is expected to have trom 210 to 250 
million bushels of corn; Kentucky will have 
about. 110 million ‘bushels; Texas abeut 125 
million bushels; Tenuessee about 80 millon 
bushels. [his is un euormous increase over 
all previous years, and a simular increase has 
taken place in all minor crops, while cotton 
is expected to be fully as prolific as ever be- 
fore.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE HILL 
CITY OF GEORGIA. 


Never on Such a Sourd Basis and Never 
With so Much Capital—Half a Mil- 
lion of Manufactures—Nine and 
a Half Million of Business 
Done in a Year—Real Es- 
tate--Water Works. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Rome, September 17.—You will, no doubt, 
be just a little surprised to know that never 
in the-history of the city have such prospects 
been visible, or the general thrift, apparent 
everywhere, been so great. ‘‘Our business 
men,’ said a prominent merchant to me, 
“were mever on sucha sound footing; they 
never had as much capital, and I know they 
have never had such a golden opportunity to 
make Rome a proud and glorious name.” 
And this is just what they all think. 

The population is steadily growing, and now 
numbers, all told, not less than 8,000, inelud- 
ing DeSoto and one or two other suburbs, all a 
legitimate population and all tributary to 
Rome. The city of Rome proper has only 
about 5,500 population, and this, too, is grow- 
ing fast, and is an increase of forty per cent. 
since the last census,so I am told During 
the past year there have been .more general 
Luprovements put up here than ina decade, 
$50,000 being put in stores and residences 
alone. Besides this, there is a small cotton 
factory now ouilding worth $50,000, while 
Rome's chiefest enterprise will be the huge 
cotton factory of 10,000 spindles shortly to 
be commenced with acapital of $250,000 
The committee ot citizens having this in 
charge have only been out a few days, and 
without any trouble whatever have secured 
over $100,000 towards the enterprise. They 
are assured that before the present year is 
out the factory will be up, and next year’s 
crop be spun within its walls. Steam power 
will be used in both these factories, for, not- 
withstanding the fact that there’s ‘‘oceans of 
water’ here, so to speak, there is no available 
power init. During the year there has been 
a cotton seed oil mill erected which will have 
capacity to turn out $100,000 or $150,000 worth 
of oil and cake annualiy. This mill will be- 
gilh Operations within ten days 

THE MANUFACTURING INTERESTS 

of Rome are already large, amounting to at 
least $500,000 annually, but by the vime the 
present enterprises are in working order the 
figures will swell to over $1,000,000, This is 
what I call doing well. The car wheel works 
of Noble Bros. & Co. do about $250,000 annu- 
ally, the stove works $40,000, plow works 
$LOO0,000, and other interests in all over $100.,-

, AMONG THE BUSINESS MEN. 

Printup Bros. & Co. wie among the liveliest 
firms here, and to Mr. Joseph J. Printup I am 
indebted for much of my information about 
Rome. There are two separate firms among 
the Printups, all, however, being interested 
in both. ‘lhe bank is run by Printup Brus. & 
Co., and the warehouse and cotton business 
by John C. Printup & Co. Daniel S. Printup, 
the senior member of the firm, is one of the 
oldest citizens of Rome, is widely known, and

His son, John C. Printup, is cashier of the 
bank. and Joseph J. Printup, another son, is 
assistant cashier. Mr. G. W. F. Lampkin, an 
old experienced cotton buyer, is with John C. 
Printup-& Co., and has charge of the cotton 
department. The bank does an annual busi- 
ness of $1,000,000, while the warehouse firm 
does in cotton and machinery nearly S700,000. 

‘What are your cotton figures?” was asked 
of Mr, John Printup.

‘We own the river wharf here in front ol 
us—o>UJ tee long by 100 teet wide—so it is an 
easy niatter to. handle cotton at little expense. 
Allour wharfs and floor space in warehouse 
are niide of plank, and the bales are never 
damaged by dirt in the very worst weather,” 

“IT sce you deal in machinery. 

“Yes, wesell a great deal of fine machinery 
such as gins and cotton sced cleaners. Our 
great hobby, however, is the Pratt gin, of 
which we sell a great manv. That its un- 
qu stionably the finest gin ever made, there 
being simply ‘no other like it.’ ” 

Continuing, Mr, Printup said: ‘We also 

ndle steam engines. That one there is the 
doper portable steam engine, manulactured 
at Mount Vernon, Ohio. We consider it one 
of the best made, and are selling them rapidly. 
It is aitonishing, by the way, to see how our 
farmers are buying labor-saving machinery. 
Statistics will show, I think, that more farm 
machinery is being sold in the south than in 
any other section of the country.” 

“Whatdo you think of Rome’s future: 
was asked. 

“Of Rome? Why, I think we are now on 
the soundest footing we have seen since the 
war. Our prospects are truly brighter than I 
have ever known them. What we want next 
in connection with our manufacturing enter 
prises is this new prospected railroad to Col- 
linsville. We must have that road, for it will 
increase our cotton recetpts’fully 20;000 bales,”’ 
Just like everybody else, Mr. Printup speaks 
hopefully of the future of Rome. Well, I see 
nothing to prevent.the culmination of the 
very highest hopes any one mav have of the 
city. On every side 1 see nothing but push 
and energy. 
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Another of Rome’s ling cotton firms is 
A. J. Little & Co. They do an iminense busi- 
ness in hay, grain and fertilizers, and are fast 
taking rank among Rome's most progressive 
establishments. Indeed, from what I saw, if 
Rome had more such men of energy she 
would be to-day twice as important as a com- 
mercial ,center as has been stated. This is 
one of the most serious drawbacks to the 
prosperity of any town, a lack of a co-opera-

Little & Co., occupy a large warehouse on 
the river front, 110x220 feet, covering nearly 
three-quarters of an acre, and capabld of stor- 
ing 15,000 bales of cotton. They work ten 
hands in the business, and this winter expect 
to almost double their present trade. 

“What are the figures in your trade?’ 
asked of Mr. Little. 

‘*Well, we generally handle from 10,000 to 
12 000 bales of cotton, worth $600,000. Then 
we sell large quantities of fertilizers, selling 
every year from 10,000 to 12,000 tons,” 

“What will it average per ton?” 

‘‘About fifty-five dollars per ton, our busi- 
ness footing up $66,000 in this branch. We 
sell about 100 cars of corn also, worth $450 a 
car, Or in all $45,000 worth of eorn,”’ 

“What else?” 

“In hay we handle about fifty cars, worth 
$500 acar, or $15,000. This gives the totai 
footings of our business at $726,000, or nearly 
three-quarters of a million. We sell the 
phosphate of the Georgia chemical works, 
soluble Pacific and Ober’s fertilizers.

J. C. KIMBALL.
